Mr. A, S. Pratt in Response to the
Health Officer.

DISCUSSES AHTI-VW_ISEETIBH, BILL

Alleges Apparent Attempt to Mis-
lead the Commissioners.

THE ABSENCE OF LAW
e migel i

Mr. A. 8. Pratt, the president of the
Washington Humane Soclety, has addressed
a communication to the District Commis-
sloners relative to the report submitted to
them by the health officer, Dr. Wm. C.
Woodward, on Senate bill 34, known as the
antl-vivisectlon bifl. Dr. Woodward’'s re-
port was published in The 8Star severdl days
ago, and ls characterized by Mr, Pratt as
being “so one-sided by his (the health
officer’s) own admisslon that It is not en-
titled to your (the Commissioners’) serlous
consideration in an Impartial examination
of the measure."

Mr. Pratt comtinues -as follows;

“'l am not unaware, says the health
officer, ‘that this report has every appear-
ance of an argument agalnst the bill to
which it refers, rather than a statement of
lts merits.” This iz not so astonishing as
it would be if he had not been known as a
champlon of unrestricted viviseetion. This
explains an apparent sattempt to mislead
the Commissioners by reproducing the ob-
Jeetions to the bil, misrepresentations and
all. presented at great length by the wvivi-
eectors before the S8enate comamittee on the
District of Columbia, which has since ex-
pressed lts oplnion of them by twice unani-
mously Teporting in favor of-the enactment
of the bill. The health officer has been
careful not to inform the Comnrissioners
that all his ohjections. are those of more
distinguished - oppopents. of the measure
which were expioged in tha reports of the
Senate committeggra®yn by Senater Gallin-
ger of New Hamgpsehlze, himself sn eminent
and emeﬂmad-_mglm.

their disinterested efforts in  pressing 1t
against the interested opposition of vivi-
se¢tors, who are influenced by pride and
the fear of losing money or reputation, nor
would the Senate committee have taken
time from its busy days for exhaustive
hearings and careful consideration.

“Against the amateur dictum of the
health officer we may quote the statement
of R, Ross Perry, who sald In his argument
before the Senate committee the 17th of
April, 1x04:

" *Today, so far as I know, there Is no
law anywhere in this country, from the At-
lantic to the Pacific or from Canada to
Mexico. no law anywhere which interferes
with the most heartless man in the Inflie-
tion of unnamable cruelty if only he says
that he performs these experiments in the
name’ of science.’

“It may also be stated that among the
names of the petitioners for the enactment
of the bill were Justices Harlan, Brown,
Brewer, White, Peckham and Shiras of the
United States SBupreme Court; Justices Cox,
Hagner and Cole of the District Supreme
Court: Chlef Justices Richardson and Nott
and Justice Weldon of the Court of Claima;
Mr. W. D. Davidge, Mr. Jeremiah M. Wil-
son, Mr. Nathaniel Wilson, Mr. Calderon
Carlisle, Mr. J. Hubley Ashton, Mr. Bamuel
Maddex, Mr. J. J. Darlington, Mr. Chapin
Brown, Mr. Enoch Totten, Mr. Mahlon Ash-
ford, Mr. J. C. Heald, Mr. Halbert E.
Paine, Mr. Benjamin Butterworth, Mr.
Henry E. Davis, Mr. H. Randall Webb, Mr.
John Sidney Webb, Mr. William A. Gordon,
Mr. J. Holdsworth Gordon, Mr. William
Henry Dennig, Mr. Frank T. Brownlng, Mr.

Kennedy, whose united testimony to the
necessity for the blll, in law and in fact,
will surely outweigh even the opinion of the
health office.

No Names Withdrawn.

“And, as the Serate committee sald in
its second report, in speaking of the re-
markable list of signers to the petition, In-
cluding besldes those mentioned the bish-
ops of the Roman Catholle, Protestant Epis-
copal and Methodist Episcopal churches,
the leading clergy of all denominations,
distinguished public officers and many other
prominent citizens, ‘The strength of their
convictlon was shown by the faet that, al-
though they were golicited by the vivisee-
tors by leiter and In personal interviews,
as =oon as the list was published, to with-
draw their names from the petition, not
one out of the hundreds of names was
withdrawn.” ;

“If, then, speclal leglslatlon is as neces-
sary to prevent cruelty in vivisection as
to prevent cruelty in docking horses’ tails,
all humane men should unite to secure such
legislation. Yet, as the health officer's report
shows, the vivisectors are opposed to any
law on the subject, and their real assertion
is that they ought not tb be brought under
the control of law. They insist that they
ought to be excepted from the general reign
of law and Intrusted by the community with
absolute power over living creatures, behind
locked doors, free from the Inspection of
the government and from the necessity of
reporting upon their work, even though,
as in most cases, they may be doing it in
the offices of the government.

** “When a cashier In a bank objects ab-
solutely to making any report of his busi-
ness and refuses Inspection of his books
hecausge these involve an “imputation upon
his probity,” and then proceeds to mention
minor inconveniences, we see at once that
no shaping of legislation to meet the minor
objections will make acceptable the puclicity
which he really fears,’ says the second Sen-
ate committee report. ‘No matter how the
bill is altered, so long as it provides for
inspection and protection against’ cruelty
it will be opposed by those who “love dark-
ness rather than light.”*

Position of Vivisectora.

“These vlvisectors ask us to believe, as
in the health officer's report,

not impracticable, to procure evidence now
of ‘atrocities’ committed by the vivisec-
tors in the District of Columbla, although
Dr. L. A. Rauterberg, a well-known Wash-
ington physician, testitled to the Senate
committee, as it states in enumerating the
reasons for its action, that he has seen
cruelties practiced in the vivisections at
the Army Medlcal Museum, & fact which,
with others, the health officer seems to
have overlooked In preparing his report.
Yet the vivisectors, by their bitter and un-
serupulous oppositlon to this bill, which
permits all that they admit they are doing
in the District of Columbia, ralse a strong
probability that . they misrepresent their
work as well as the bill.

“If thelr aszertlons that no cruelties are
perpetrated in vivisections here were true,
then, as the second Senate committee re-
port says, ‘no possible reason other than
mental aberration could be assigned for the
strenuous and unremitting exertions that
have been made, and the time that has
been sperd, by busy men to stir up every
possible influence to defeat the passage
of this bill. They have admitted that the
cruelties agalnst which the billl is directed
are wrong. They assert that they them-
selves have nothing to conceal, yet they
move heaven and earth to prevent legizla-
tion intended merely to provide against
such cruelties and to legalize the very in-
spectlon which they profess to invite.”

Absence of Law.

“But even if It could e conceded that
none of the ‘atrocities’ of vivisectlon is now
guing on in any of the secret laboratories
of Washington (and who could truthfully
certify with certainty to that?), there is
no law whatever to prevent the very worst
of these ‘atrocities’ from being perpetrated
with impunity tomorrow by any vivisector
in the District of Colulnbla. As the law
stands, the horrors of Mantegazza, a very
distinguished Furopean vivisector, who, the
Popular Beieneer Monthly states, contem-
plates a visit to the United States, the in-
ventor of the ‘tormentore,’ a torture ma-
chine for animals, horrors which he sets
forth himself in his ‘Fisiclgia del Dolore,’
but which I would hesitate to describe,
could all be repeated by him In any Wash-
ington laboratory should he come here.
Like all the European vivisectors, he
frankly avows that his researches are
‘purely scientlfic,’ and have no relation to
the cure of disease; that 4s, they enable him
to make money and & name among vivisec-
tors by describing the ‘physiclogy of pain.’

Queation of Benefits.

“It Is not necessary in this communieca-
tion to enter upon the question of the ben-
efits - of vivisection to the human race,
about _which the best physiclans and sur-
geons differ. Buch great men’as Lawson
Tait. F. R. C. 8.; 8ir Charles Bell, F. R. C.
B., ¥. R. B8,; Forbes Winslow, D. C, L. M.
R. C. P.; Prof. Henry J. Bigelow, M.D., and
many other medical men only less eminent,
could be quoted as asserting that vivisec-
tion has yielded no benefits to the human
race: but for the purposes of thls argument
all that is claimed for vivisection in this re-
spect may be conceded without impairing
the necessity for this legislation. In conclu-
sion, it may be"sald that while love of anl-
mals, llke love of country or hatred of
cruelty, Is an emotion, part of that altru-
ism which Benjamin Kidd says is the neces-
sary principle of social progress, it [s not
incompatible with a ‘judgment’ respecting
vivisectlon which can be entitled ‘the pro-
duct. of thought.' It might, perhaps, be
added that if any constructive amendmenta
not destructive to the principle of the bill,
but which would improve its details, should
be suggested by your honorable board, they
will recelve the most respectful sidera
tion by the friends of the measure.” -

Compulsory Support of Children.

The bill to provide for the compulsory
support of children by parents, which was
favorably reported vesterday, provides that
any person within the District who shall
wilfully and unnecessarily refuse or neg-
lect to provide for any child under the nge
of fourteen years, of which he or she shall
be the parent or guardian, such food, cloti-
ing and sheiter, as will prevent the suffer-
Ing and secure the salety of such child
shall bo deemed guilly of a misdemeanor,
and upou conviction thereof shall he sab-
Ject to punizhment by & fine of no: more
than $100 or by ‘mprisonment in the work-
house of the District of Columbia for not
maore than three mouths, or both such fipe
and imprisonment.

It provides that when a child shall be
committed to the board of children's guar-
dians the parent shall be required to con-
tribute to its support when possible,
in case of refusal they are "> be 1
cited for committing a misdemeanor,

School Lot in Brookland.

Senate bill 1878 provides that the “'om-
missioners be authorized to acqguire, by jour-
chase or condemnaton, for school pur-
poses, lot 11, in block 13, of the subdivisiaa
of Brookland, in the Distric: of Columbia.
For such purpose the sum of $2.000 is ap-
propriated, one-half of which shall be
charged to the revenues of the District of

Coluvmbia.
Pencote Heighta.

The bill revoking the subdivision of Pen-
pcote Helghts, which adjoins the grounds of
the Government Hospital for the Insane,
was approved, as none of the lots of this
subdivision have been fold,and since the sub-
division was made the law relating to such
subdivisions has been so changed that the
land may be lald out more to the advan-
tuge of the owners than ja now the rase.

This is the same property that it has
been suggested the government should pur-
chase In order to make it a part of the
grounds of theGovernment Hospital for the
Insane, and against which purchase Tnem-
bers of the Congress Helghts Citizens As-
soclation have filed a protest.

Epliscopal Convention.
